The Threatened Influx of Victims 
Causing Much Anxiety at 
Bombay. 


BOMBAY, Nov. 14.—The agricultural pros- 
pects everywhere in India are of the gloom- 
lest description. The prices of grain are 
rising and there has been another riot at 
Kurad, where a number of stores were 
looted. Gov. Sandihurst will visit the suf- 
fering districts when the relief programme 
is in full operation at the end of the month. 

The threatened influx of famine victims 
to this city is causing much anxiety. 


LONDON, Nov. 14.—The Viceroy of India, 
the Earl of Elgin, cables that there has 
been no rain in the affected tracts during the 
past week, but he says that a détailed ex. 
amination shows that the prospects in the 
Punjab and northwest provinces are more 
favorable than at first imagined. Distress, 
however, is imminent in several districts of 
Delhi. According to the last reports, over 
120,000 men are employed in the relief work.

STANDARD OIL 


Preparing to Push Foreign Business, 
Having Divided the Earth With 
Russian Oil Companies. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NBW YORK, Nov. 14.—All is activity at 
Constable Hook, N. J., where the works of 
the Standard Oil Co. are located. A big 
gang of carpenters are at work on new 
buildings. New machinery is arriving daily, 
and the machinists are hustling to get it set 
up. These innovations are the result of an 
fmportant decision recently made by chs 
company to enlarge its plant and increase 
its already enormous output of coal oil. 8. 
T. C. Dodd, counsel for the company, said 
to-day that during the last three years 
there has been a growing market Yor Amer- 
dean oil abroad, and the company was 
forced to enlarge its capacity to supply the 
demand. 

The oil is pumped through pipes from the 
oil districts of Pennsylvania directly to 
the company’s works at Constable Hook, 
where it is refined and pumped into tank 
steamers for export. It is the refining 
plant that is being improved and added fo, 
and the cost of the changes, it is said, 
will amount to $1,700,000. 

The decision is also due to an understand. 
ing with the Russian ofl companies for a 
division of foreign territory. The agres- 
ment gives the Standard company the ex- 
clusive control of a large part of Western 
Europe, certain Mediterranean countries and 


a part of Asia.

MOODY'S WORK. 


The Evangelist Collecting Money to 
Buy Books for the Inmates 
of Jails.

NEW YORK, Nov. 14.—The big hall in. the 
basement of the Cooper Union could not 
begin to hold the people who flocked to hear 
Moody the evangelist preach there yester- 
day afternoon. Long before the hour when 
he was to preach the hall was crowded. 
Then came hundreds of women and men. 
Not a foot of standing room remained m 
the hall. Nearly 5,000 persons were crowded 
into it. Signs were hung out announcing 
that an overflow meeting would be held in 
the Ghurch of the Strangers, Dr. Deems’ 
church, at Mercer and Eighth streets. 
Many went there. 

The service in Cooper Union began with 
singing and prayer. Sankey sang a solo and 
the congregation sang familiar hymns ia 
grand chorus. Mr. Moody announced that 
the proceeds of the collection would go 
towards the purchase of books for distribu- 
tion among the prisoners in the county jails 
throughout the United States. He told how, 
on @ visit to Texas, he had visited a number 
of county jails in that State and had found 
the prisoners without any reading matter. 
He bought some copies of Spurgeon’s ser- 
mons and gave them to the prisoners. They 
read them and were grateful for the chance. 

Wihen Mr. Moody returned to the North 
he raised funds to extend the work, and 
wrote to 2,700 county sheriffs. All answered 
his letters in proper spirit, with one excep- 
tion, and that Sheriff was an atheist.

CHIEF HARRIGAN’S VIEWS. 

Chief of Police Harrigan is undoubtedly 
right in saying that much of the present 
reign of lawlessness and crime is due to 
the laxity of the courts. Inefficiency or 
corruption, either on the bench or in the 
prosecutor's office, have invited present 
conditions. 7 

To make a bad matter worse we have 
just indorsed, on the face of the returns, 
a man responsible for many of the de- 
feats of justice by taking him out of the 
prosecutor’s office and elevating him to 
the Circuit Bench. We have given furthe 
er invitation to lawlessness by electing, 
to the office he vacated, a man even less 
fit, mentally and morally, for that im- 
portant post. What wonder that the 
criminal classes are emboldened, at these 
evidences of want of public spirit, to pros- 
ecute their criminal courses with greater 
energy and less fear of results? 

But Chief Harrigan is also right in 
saying that, whatever may be the de- 
linquencies of courts or of the people who 
indorse and elect the judges, the police 
force must not fail in its duty. It must 
apprehend the criminals and produce 
them in court. Let it persist in well- 
doing. After awhile, it may be, there 
will be created in this city a public opin- 
fon that will not tolerate collusion be- 
tween crime and court officers, and which 
will assert itself in no uncertain way.

ARBITER OF A CONTINENT. 

This Government has achieved a great 
triumph in forcing a settlement of the 
Venezuelan dispute by arbitration. The 
demand for arbitration, first resisted and 
now conceded by England, fixes the dead 
Une ot diplomacy for the future as re- 
gards the two hemisphered. 

The recognition by England of the right 
and power of the United States to in- 
terpose in behalf of any of the weaker 
States of this continent against European 
aggression means that such recognition 
must hereafter be accepted as a part of 
international law, and that this Govern- 
ment must in future be reckoned with in 
all cases of attempted territorial ag- 
grandizemént on the soil of the two 
Americas. e 

This recognition places the United 
States in their proper position as arbiter 
of the Western Hemisphere. Our primacy 
and potency are acknowledged in the fact 
that we take, in the arbitration, the place 
of Venezuela, standing for and represent- 
ing her right and interest in the contro- 
versy. This is conceding all of the old 
Monroe Doctrine for which the Demo- 
cratic party first contended and which it 
has now forced upon European accept- 


Such sovereignty of a continent was 
aimed at by the first Napoleon, and, be- 
fore him, by the Emperor Charles V., 
but both of them fell short of their am- 
bition. It has been reserved for the 
greatest republic of the world’s history 
to place itself, by the moral force of its 
position and its inherent strength, in the 
most exalted position ever attained by 
a nation. 


A FORWARD STEP IN SCIENCE. 
A recent number of the Popular Science 
Monthly defines the methods h 
which the rhyming nature of Homeric 
and other artistic classical verse was 
discovered and a true idea of the accent 


Guages of Northern Europe, ancient and 
modern, had been 
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after an Italian master, following this up 
by reading Homer aloud after a modern 
Greek scholar from tke high school at 
Athens. After Dante and Homer had 
deen thus compared for a considerable 
time, the intense mielody of the Homeric 
poems suddenly revealed itself through a 
lowering of the high pitehed, acute ac- 
cent of Modern Greek as a result of which 
the rhyming staves of the long hexameter 
lines of the Homeric poems became un- 
mistakably apparent. 

The scientific value of this method is 
obvious, When Latin is studied experi- 


mentally with the Italiam vowels, and 


with first the Greek and then the French 
accent, and when this method is applied 
in language science as the experimental 
method is in chemistry, it is evident that 
unexpected and unhoped for results may 
be achieved in many directions.

In paying a deserved tribute to the 
character of the late Horace Rublee, edi- 
tor of the Milwaukee Sentinel, a friend 
says of him that he had been reared to 
accept Horace Greeley’s conception of 
the place which an editor ought to oc- 
cupy, namely that a journalist is “a pub- 
lic teacher; that “he necessarily has 
‘convictions and is not likely to suppress 
them because they are not shared by oth- 
ers:“ “in short, that his calling is other 
and higher than that of a waiter at a 
restaurant, expected to furnish whatever 
is called for, so long as the pay is forth- 
coming.” What a satire this is on journ- 
alism as recently exemplified in St. Louis!

But wherever the blame lies the fact re- 
mans that there is a gang, or several gangs 
of daring crooks, operating in the city, 
seemingly without the smallest fear of 
éither the police or the courts. Burglars 
hardly wait till nightfall to commence their 
nefarious work, pocketbook-snatchers drive 
around in buggies, heldups occur at all 
hours of the twenty-four, plunder ts driven 
away in wagon loads, and not a really im- 
portant arrest is made. St. Louis citizens 
are exclaiming with the late unlamented 
Mr. Wolgamot, “Where is the St. Louis 
detectives?” and echo answers Where!“ 
And in the meantime there is a proposition 
to make St. Louis still more of a burglar’s 
paradise by reducing the force by twenty- 
Ave men. 

But while the police are at sea fourteen- 
year-old ..ellie Clark of 1506 Franklin ave 
nue sets them an example in tracing stolen 
property. When Nellie's new cloak was 
stolen she placed no dependence on the re- 
storative powers of the police, but she was 
bound to have that cloak back. The aver- 
age pawnbroker is no fool by long odds, but 
in this case he was outwitted by a child.

The alleged “best” 
society. is too often the worst imaginable 
in point of morals, and is “best” only in 
the sense that it manages to get the best 

everything going. 

A New York paper gives as an example of 
the bestness of the metropolitan society 
which attended the horse show in that city, 
Mrs. Belmont. There was some 
as to whether Mrs. Belmont would grace 
the function with her august presence in 
view of the fact that her ex-husband’s 
mother was lying dead awaiting interment.

ef the nation on a high standard.

fame of Mr. Comstock, he stepped to the 
front of the stage. He stood in silence for 
at least a minute, while the ladies waved 
their handkerchiefs at him and gave him 
the most generous of Chautauqua salutes. 

Mr. Comstock is a man who would be @ 
eynosure for admiring eyes before any con- 
Vention of women. He is large, handsome, 
ena as well groomed as New Yorkers are.

The report of Mrs. Mary C, Upham of 
Wisconsin on “Work Among Lumbermen 
was passed to Monday morning, and the re- 

rt ef Mrs. Katharine Lente Stevenson of 

assachusetts on The Press was substi- 
tuted. Mrs. Stevenson said that no other 
agency in the affairs of a people so truly 
deserved to be called “the wer behind the 
throne’ as the press. The potent factor 
each printed word may become,’ said Mrs 
Stevenson, “in molding thought and influ- 
encing thought and action we camnot over- 
estimate. 

“IT cannot refrain from expressing my sin- 
cere gratitude to the editors of the papers, 
managers of the press associations, and 
news bureaus, reporters, and all with whem 
the work of the year has brought me into 
contact. The most unfailing kindness has 
been received from all, and we have found 
our items solicited quite as frequently as we 
have solicited space for them. 

Mrs. Stevenson then gave a synopsis of 
the reports which she had received from 
the several States. 


Mrs. Ella M. Thacher, national superin- 
tendent of the work among soldiers and 
sailors, made her report and added some 
spirited remarks. She said: 

„„ come before you with a Te Deum of 
praise. The outlook for the future is en- 
couraging. It was never better.“ 

Mrs. Thacher then gave a resume of her 
work among the soldiers and sailors and 
severely arraigned the canteen system 
which is practiced in the National Soldiers’ 

ome. 

“I am told,“ said she, “that the proceeds 
are used to buy luxuries for the officers. 
Is it not a shame? And yet men tell ne 
that it is necessary and that ik reduces the 
use of liquor. 

“T wrote to the Secretary of War for a 

the canteen law, but I 

get it. He told me t 
write to Gen. McMahon of New Tork. 
I did so, and Gen. McMahon replied, but did 
not send me a copy of the law. He told me 
what the law was. Let us, dear sisters, do 
all in our power te Rave this law repealed 
during the coming winter. 

„Oh, that our nation would say: These 
evils cannot be!’ Oh, that we could pretect 
these wards of the nation! 

“For the sailors. Oh. how my heart goes 
out for these men. I have visited the ips 
and been welcomed by officers and men. 
have watched the poor fellows walk up to 
the paymaster on board an ocean greyhound 
in answer to their number and receive their 
pay, and half an hour later I have counted 
forty of them drunk within a few blocks in 
New York.” . 

Mrs. Thacher made an earnest appeal for 
help in her work. She criticised the man, 
ner in which Decoration Day is observed. 
She insisted that it should be called Me- 
morial Day, an occasion for the betterment 
of the 87 instead of the ornamentation 
of graves. She believes that the dead past 
should bury its dead. 

Mrs. Leed of Philadelphia, commenting on 
Mrs. Thatcher’s report, said that the profits 
of the canteens were used to buy luxuries 
for the private soldiers, as they had but 
few luxuries, 


Mrs. Caroline M. Woodward of Nebraska, 
National Superintendent of Railroad Work, 
read a report of her efforts for the past 
year. But before she began she introduced 
all the assistant superintendents of railroad 
work, adding a kind word to the name of 
each. Mrs. Woodward said that in her trav. 
els of the past year she had not been on a 
train on which there was not among the 
crew a member of the White Ribbon host. 
She expressed her great pleasure at the 
growth of the temperance spirit among rail- 
roaders, and told of her endeavors to reduce 
the number of trains run on Sunday. She 
said that the regular trains were fewer asa 
result of the W. C. T. U. crusade, but that 
the number of extra trains had increased. 
This fact caused Mrs. Woodward to go 
among the big shippers and urge them to let 
their freight stand on the tracks and be not 
moved on Sunday. Mrs. Woodward then 
gave a detailed report of the work of rail- 
road men in the various States. 

Mrs. 8. A. Morrison of Michigan, Nationa! 
Superintendent of Work in Alms-houses, 
followed Mrs. Woodward. Mrs. Morrison 
said it was cheering to observe that the 
work was advancing in all parts of the coun- 
try. She rejoiced that there are whole 
States in the West which have no need for 
alms-houses., 

Mrs. Morrison then made some comments 
on what she had noted in the alms-houses 
of the ceuntry. She said a noticeable fact 
was the increase in the number of male and 
the decrease in the number of female in- 
mates. She accounted for this by saying 
that the use ef Uquor was growing and in- 
capacitating men for their life’s work. Mrs. 
Morrison said that while the men were 
more numerous than the women in alms- 
houses they were also far more intelligent. 
Mrs. Morrison rarely saw a woman of cult- 
ure in an alms-house. 

The speaker urged a more thorough and 
systematic system in holding religious ser- 
vices in alms-houses. 

In closing she said: 

“It is a sad thing that in many States 
children are kept in our poorhouses, sur- 
rounded by the ignorant and vicious, dur- 
ing their most impressionable years. No 
child should be allowed in such a place 
beyond the brief period while they need a 
mother’s special care in nursing. Give 
your boards of charities and legislatures no 
rest until they have seen to it that these 
children are otherwise provided for.“ 


Miss F. W. Greenwood of New York, Na- 
tional Superintendent of Evangelical Work, 
epoke of what her department had done 
during the year. She said that the course 
of Bible study prepared by the American 
Institute of Sacred Literature, indorsed by 
the last National W. C. T. U. Convention, 
had been generally taken up. She synop- 
sized the reports of the National and State 
Evangelists. Before she closed Miss Grecn- 
wood asked that the convention send a tele- 
gram of greeting to Mrs. S. M. I. Henry, 
former uperintendent of Evangelistic 
work, now in a sanitarium at Battle Creck, 
Mich. The convention adopted the sugyes- 
tion and decided also to wire its sympathy 
to Mrs. Emilie V. Burgess, a delegate who 
was taken ill while coming to St. Louis, and 
was obliged to stop in Baltimore. Tle.egrams 
were likewise sent to Mr. Bacon, Mr. and 
Mrs. Joseph Cook and Mrs. Mary A. Liver- 
m 


ore. 

One of the secretaries informed the dele- 
gates that a railroad official had.told her 
that Chicago brokers had purchased tickets, 
and he wanted the convention to protect 
the railroads.

The afternoon session was of the festival 
character. Music, seng and greetings to 
distinguished visitors made up the pro- 
oe. There was a large number of vis- 
tors, all the boxes and nearly the entire 
space in the rear of the delegates’ seats be- 
ing occupied. Many ministérs and leading 
members of benevolent organizations of St. 
Louis were presest. 

Huge bouquets of chrysanthemums, set 
along the front of the stage, was an addi- 
tion to the beautiful decorations of the hall. 

The first event of the afternoon was the 
march of sixty children belonging to the 
W. C. T. U. Loyal Legion of St. Louis. They 
paraded about the hall, carrying an Amer- 
_ flag and singing We're Marching for 

esus. 

Mrs. H. E. Hammond, editor ef the State 
Messenger, the Ohio organ of temperance, 
was then introjuced and she exhibited to 
the admiring gaze of the delegates the 
new banner of the Ohio delegation. It was 
a beautiful design in white and gold silk. On 
the face, which was of white, were the 
words: “Ohio, the Crusade State, W. C. T. 

„ 1878.“ On the back, which was of yel- 
low, the woman suffragists’ color, were em- 
broidered buckeyes. Mrs. Hammond de- 
clared that the buckeyes were typical of the 
cru ers, as they could not be eliminated 
or burned. Mrs. Hammond presented to 
Miss Willard a buckeye, with a white rib- 
bon tied about it, and decorated with a 
white dove. In making the presentation, 
Mrs. Hammond likened Miss Willard to a 
buckeye. Iss Willard replied in a neat 
speech. 

A California delegate called on all Ohioans 
in the hall.to arise and about one-fourth of 
those present were instantly on their feet. 

Mrs. Frances Graham, Corresponding Sec- 
retary, sang several W. C. T. U. hymns. 
One was to the air of the “Star Spangied 
Banner.“ Another was valled the “Saloon- 
keeper’s Appeal’ and represented him as 
— — to allure young men to the use of 

quor. 


Miss Mary Philips, a prominent member 
of the W. C. T. U. of England, was intw- 
duced by Miss WiIllar i. and was given a 
cordial welcome. Miss Willard said that 
Miss Philips was known across the water 
as the woman who dares, and told of an 
incident wherein Miss Philips defeated a 
London saloonkeeper who had brought ac- 
tion against her for informing on him. 
Miss Willard said that Miss Philips con- 
ducted her case without a .awyer and won 
with 78 

Miss Philips made a very clever speech. 
She said that she could not regard herself 
as a foreigner in the United States. She 
said she looked on all present as her sis- 
ters in the white ribbon crusade. 

Turning to the American and British flags 
which hung in the rear of the stage, Miss 
Philips said she would tie the Union Jack 
and the Stars and Stripes in a reefer knot. 
Then the harder the flags would be pulled, 
the stronger the knot would become. Some- 
thing of this pulling had been going on of 
late, Miss Philips said, and she hoped that 
much good would come of it. Miss Philips 
observed that the Armenian flag was ap- 
pended to the British flag and this turned 
her thoughts to Armenia, about which she 
spoke feel. ngly. 

A remarkable event of the afternoon was 
the address of Miss Rebecca Krikorian of 
Armenia. She was clad in a plain neat fit- 
ting dress of light colored material. A 
mantle of yellow and red covered her head 
and fell about her down te her feet. Her 
dark angular features and strong clear 
voice attracted attention. Miss Krikorian 
went at once to the heart of her subject 
and pictured with a wealth of Oriental 
vividness the wretched condition of women 
in Armenia. She declared that the duty of 
the W. C. T. U. toward Armenia was two- 
fola. First the sufferers in the harems of 
Turkey, who longed for death, should be re- 
lieved, and second, the women of Armenia 
should be protected from the brutal Kurds 
She said that the outrages committed in 
Armenia could not be exaggerated. She 
gave with some detail an account of several 
massacres, during which hundreds of wo- 
men were captured and committed to 
harems. 

Miss Mary Blood of the Columbian School 
of Oratory was presented, and she made a 
plea tor the cause of temperance. 

Rev. F. D. Greene of Constantinople was 
introduced, and took occasion to say that 
while Armenia had bathed in blood, a great- 
er evil was the condition of Christendom, 
which he declared had become as if it were 
dead. He appealed to the W. C. T. U. to 
help revive the Christian world. 

Miss Sarah Farmer, Rev. Anna Shaw, 
Miss Chase and Mrs. Hale Johnson and 
daughter were presented, and each spoke a 
few words. 

Rev. William Wirt King, Rev. A. O. Stew- 
art and Rev. Mr. Corrington, all of St. 
Louis, spoke a few words. Mr. Corrington 
said that he voted the Republican ticket, 
but be might get grace enough to vote the 
Prohibition ticket the next time. This was 
received with applause and Mr. Corrington

Mrs. Brunis, a Norwegian missionary 
from Chicago, amused and entertained the 
delegates by her earnest, if somewhat 
broken, speech. She declared that Norway 
was setting an example to the rest of the 
world by giving women an opportunity to 
vote on the temperance question. As a re- 
sult many cities had voted saloons out of 
existence.

May Haegle Made a Fool of Him and 
the Bullets He Fired Into His 
Head Did the Rest. 


Thanksgiving Day, a year ago, Sylvester 
Brown pressed the muzzle of a revolver 
against his head and fired two shots. He 
had been outrageously treated by the wo- 
man he loved, a coquettish little song and 
dance girl, who fleeced him of all he had 
and then threw him down. 

The bullets didn’t kill. He was carried 
to the City Hospital, dying, every one sup- 
posed, but the good surgeons of that insti- 
tution exerted il their science and skill to 
save his life. Brown has never left the 
hospital, though it is within a fortnight 
of a year since he so foolishly attempted to 
take his life, but in a few days he is to go 
away, to begin life all over again.

And if there is one motto I should 
wish to impress upon their minds and to 
have them carry in their hearts to their 
homes, that motto is this: ‘That a gov- 
ernment like ours, deriving its powers 
through and by the people, should be found- 
ed upon this one principle, equal rights to 
all and special privileges to none.“ 


“The common people—the masses—those | 


who are sometimes slightingly alluded to as 
the riff-raff (laughter)—are the very people 
who fail to profit by special legislation. We 
do not mean to say that perfect equality can 
ever exist nanene the people—for that, my 
friends, depends largely upon character, en- 
ergy, frugality an those distinguished 
traits in human beings which tend by nat- 
ural agericies to raise one man above the 
head of another. But what I do mean is 
that the common people, every man of them, 
shall enjoy the same legal privileges as 
those of greater financial power. That is 
why we enjoy our form of government, be- 
cause there is justice to be had as between 
man and man, when the right law makers 
are elected to represent the interests of 
the people. Now, in this last campaign, I 
advocated the restoration of bimetallism. 
Doubtless I read more works against free 
silver than any speaker who opposed me on 
the stump. When I see the great money 
classes combine together to make money 
dearer, I know it is because they mean to 
profit by it and not because they love the 
people. And when I find that these are the 
ones who desire to continue the same sys- 
tem under which we have fallen upon these 
hard times, I want to do all in my power 
to frustrate their designs. 

“Even my enemies have conceded my 
physical endurance and yet, I want to say, 
my efforts were meagre compared with those 
of the people—the common people of this 
country. If experience teaches us that our 
opponents are right, we shall be able to 
enjo d acquiesce in their victory and 
its frufts. If, on the contrary, they fail 
and we are left to prove them in the wrong, 
we shall at last convince them that our 
principle was the right one and ask them | 
to join us honestly. In conclusion, allow 
me to thank you most heartily for the 
courtesy extended to my wife and myself, |

VERY GRAVE RUMORS AFLOAT. 


It Is More Than Intimated That There 
Has Been a Misappropriation 
of Campaign Funds. 


— — — 


When the Democratic City Central Com- 
mittee rolled“ John R. Butler from his 
position as Committeeman for the Nine- 
teenth Ward and voted down a resolution 
to have an investigation by the State Com- 
mittee of charges of. corruption it blazed 
the way for an upheaval in the committee 
which threatens to grow into a revolt. 

Gince the last meeting, when the com- 
mittee placed itself in the equivocal post- 
tion of “whitewashing” its members, by 
declining to have an investigation of the 
charges made by John R. Butler, state. 
ments have been made and charges uttered 
which the committee may not be able to 
ignore, 

There is likely to be a determined effort 
made to force the present City Contrai 
Committee to agree to retire and let the City 
Convention next spring name new commit- 
teemen for the different wards. 

And as a lever to force the desired reor- 
ganization the charge of mismanagement 
of campaign funds is boldly made. 

John R. Butler made it in his resolution 
demanding an investigation by the State 
Committee: it has been made by others 
gince and it is now openiy charged that 
the vulnerable members of the committee 
dare mot give publicity to the campaign 
proceedings or let the truth or faisity of 
the charges be demonstrated. 

So, it is argued by those who are clamor- 
ing for reorganization in the interests of 
the Democratic party, that the only way 
to restore harmony and confidence is to 
let the present members retire and start the 
Spring campaign with a reorganized, weed- 
ed-out committee. 

Meantime those who know what was back 
of Butler's charges are indignant over the 
way in which Chairman Hugh Brady and 
members of the committee temporarily de- 
feated the proposed investigation. 

They say positively that, in spite of the 
chairman and a majority of the committee, 
the facts will be made known. And when 
they are, say they, party indignation will 
rise to white heat and there will be high 
old jinks in committee circles. 

John R. Butler, who was forced out of 
the committee by the Brady wing at the 
last meeting, declined yesterday afternoon 
to say anything more about his charges. 

Jean prove them,” said the ex-Commit- 
teeman, but until I know whether the 
Committee is going to do anything, I shall 
gay nothing mort.“ 

And he didn't. 

But the charges made by Butler are 
borne out by others. And if they are true, 
the Democratic City Central Committee—or 
at least a certain portion of it—stands con- 
wicted of having-received but not accounted 
for, something like $15,000 of campaign 
funds. 

Said a member of the Committee yester- 
day afternoon: It may have been all 
right to remove Butler; I am not kicking 
on that. But the Democrats of St. Louis 
have a right to know about the changes 
he made.

WIRE NAIL TRUST. 


It Proposes to Run Everybody Else Out 
of the Business. 
CLEVELAND, o., Nov. 14—A man who 
is familiar with the affairs of the Wire Nail 
Trust says a drop in the price of nails is 
likely to come soon.

ALL THE REPUBLICANS WIN. 


It Seems to Be Settled, However, That 
Democratic Candidates for Judge- 
ships Will Contest. 

Late Saturday afternoon the Board of 


Election Commissioiners filed with the Cir- 
cuit Court the official canvass of the ballots 


cast in the City of St. Louis Nov. 3. 


The official figures as compiled by the 
Commissioners do not change the result 
as to the city candidates. On the face of 
the official returns every Republican on the 
city ticket, every Congressional, Senatorial, 
Legislative and Judicial candidate is elected. 
In two or three instances only was the vote 
close. 

The offictal vote for electors shows that 
116,900 ballots were counted, which, added to 
the 7,460 ballots rejected, makes the total 
vote in the city 124,360. 

That is 50,000 votes more than ever before 
polled at an election and double the number 


polled for Mayor in the Walbridge-Banner- 
man contest. 

The Democratic electors received 60,119 
votes, the Republican electors 65,708, the 
Prohibitionists 119, the Socialist-Labor 462, 
the Palmer-Buckner electors 46 and the 
National Prohibition 22. 

Lon V. Stephens, the Democratic candi- 
date for Governor, received 50,301 votes. As 


the highest number of votes received by a 
| Democratic ‘elector was 50,119, it is seen that 


Mr. Stephens ran ahead of Bryan in the 
city just 182 votes. Considering the fight 
made. on the head of the Democratic ticket, 
Mr. Stephens should be gratified at the large 
vote he received. 

R. E. Lewis, Mr. Filley’s candidate for 


| Governor on the Republican ticket, polled 
65,614.

Lewis C. Fry, the Socialist Labor candi- 
date for Governor, polled votes, while 
J. Dr Trimble, the Wall street Boitocrat, 
recélved only 342 votes, or less than one in 
each voting precinct. 

Secretary of State A. A. Lesueur who was 
a candidate to gucceed himself, led the 
Democratic State ticket in the ‘city, re- 

50,972 votes, while his Republican 
opponent, Perr reeman, polled 64, 
The official figures showing the vote for 


the Republican and Democratic and Hates 


for the six-year terms on the Circuit bench 
have been awaited with much interest 
They are expected to form the basis of a 
contest to be instituted by Judges Ed- 
munds, Dillon and Harvey, against Zach- 
ritz, Spencer and Talty. ’ 
The only change made by the official 
canvass was to make Talty the low man 


ritz. 

Taltv beat Edmunds only 1,097 votes. 

The official figures on the judgships show 
that Spencer received 59,541, Zachritz 59,129, 
and Talty 58,698.

CHARTER REVISION COMMITTEE 
WILL MEET AGAIN. 


MR. MMATH HAS A PLAN. 


Contractors Make a Strong Talk and 
Unions Ask Recog- 
nition. 


The Charter Revision Commission held 
what was exepected and announced to be 
the last public sitting yesterday afternoon 
in the chamber of the House of Delegates, 
but it made progress in the wrong @irec- 


more sessions will have to be held before 
the commission recéives enough light on the 
matter of special tax assessments to guide 
it to right conclusions. 

The situation is peculiar. City Counselor 
Marshall in a lucid summing up of the mat- 
ter at yesterday's session said that there 
were three parties interested in the pro- 
posed changes in the charter with reference 
to special assessments—the city, the con- 


tractors and the property owners. 

He did not mention the real estate frater- 
nity, but it was representatives of the Real 
Estate Exchange who first made the propo- 
sition and who have been following it up 
assiduously ever since. 

President John T. Donovan, Chas, Dun- 
nerman and others urged that instead of 
requiring the payment of such special as- 
sessments in a lump sum the charter make 
provision for their payment in annual in- 
stallments. Various plans were also sug- 
gested for the city doing the work of colles- 


for the purpose of obtaining the 
contractors and property owners. 

There were few contractors p „ but 
they plunged the real estate men into con- 
fusion by threatening to raise their rates 
B per cent for improvements instead of low- 
ering them, as the real estate men had con- 
fidently predicted they would. 

The trouble was that the real estate men 
expected the city to make such arrange- 
ments as would insure the contractors 
against loss by either paying them a 
money down and collecting the in 
ments from the prepesty owners or by is- 
suing to them n able certificates, 
whereas Mr. Marshall and the rest of the 
commission decidedly opposed this on con- 
astitutional and other grounds. 

At the meeting yesterday President Me- 
Math submitted lengthy. suggestions for the 
assessment and collection special taxes. 
Among others were these: 

“When preparing an ordinance for the im- 
provement of a street, avenue or public high- 
way by constructing or reconstructing the 
roadway thereof, the Board of Public Im- 
provements may, of its own motion, or upon 
the petition of the owners of a major part 
of the property to be assessed therefor, es- 
timated as aforesaid, shall insert a pro 
that the 5 eg tax may be divided into 
not more than four 12 payable at times 
not extending beyond three years, each part 
bearing interest from date of issue to ma- 
turity at 6 per cent per annum.“ 

“If the Board of Public Improvements 
shall, by the unanimous vote of all its 
mem mmend an i ement as 
being a public highway, whose im 
ment will benefit the whole city, the Muni- 
cipal Assembly may, by a two-thirds vote 
~ each house, provide by ordinance that 
the whole, or any specified portion of the 
cost of such construction or reconstruc- 
tion of a highway, shall be paid out of the 
general revenue, and the remainder, if any, 
shall be assessed upon the district as a spe- 
cial tax.

Th Post-office Department is about to 
enter into a contract with the United States 
Mail Package and Géneral Pneumatic Deliv- 
ery Co. of Philadelphia for the establishment 
of a mail service by pneumatic tubes be- 
tween New York and Brookly City Post-of- 
fices. By the end of the week it is expected 
that all these preliminaries will have been 
settled. It is also expected that the tube 
will be ready for service by June or July 
of next year. By means of this arrange- 
ment all letters and first-class mail mat- 
ter passing between thetwo.cities will make 
the trip of one and two-thirds miles inside 
of three minutes from the time the mail 
is handed in at one office to its delivery at 
the other. Threre will be two tubes, one 
carrying the mail in either direction, and 
special machinery will be necessary at 
each end. The mail going by this route 
will be placed in a carriage seven inches 
in circumference by twenty-four inches 
long. This carriage, which fits the tube 
very snugly, will, on leaving the New York 
Post-office, go shooting under ground across 
City Hall Park and across the Brooklyn 


Bridge at the rate of forty miles and hour. 


By an ingenious automatic contrivance at 
the end of the route the package will drop 
gently, and almost without noise, on the 
table of the receiving operator. Twelve 
or more of these carriages can be passing 
through the tube at one time, so that the 
delivery of mail between the two offices 
will be practically instantaneous,

STATE AID WILL BE ASKED. 


If It Be Refused Subscriptions Will Be 
Asked for $200,000 Worth of 
' Mortgage Bonds.

The Confederate Home Association of Mis- 
souri held an important meeting at the Jef- 
ferson Club Hall Saturday morning and 
cleared the decks for action during the com- 
ing winter. 

If the plans outlined at yesterday's ses- 
sion are carried out; and there is no alter- 
native but that they will, the financial stat- 
us of the Home for the next 20 years will no 
longer be a subject for apprehension. 

The object of the meeting was to act upon 
the report ot the special committee appoint- 


ed at the Liberty, Mo:, reunion to devise a 
financial plan for the maintenance of the 
Home at Higginsville for the next twenty 


Fears. 


Two reports were presented. The majori- 
ty plan favored by Judge Henry W. Kenny, 
Thomas W. Boyd, Benjamin Phillip and W. 
H. Kennan of Mexico suggested the issuance 
of 10,000 shares of stock of $20 each, paya- 
ble in itwenty annual installments of $1. 

The minority report of Judge Leroy B. 
Vallaat and Edward Cunningham of St. 
Louis objected to accepting promises to pay. 
extending over twent years. They indorsed 
the idea of e e home for 3200, - 
000, but preferred issuing pald up stock for 
the amount in small sums of from $5 to 

The meeting favored the minority plan, as 
it was held that the majority plan would 
necessitate endless n and in no 
Wise insure a steady income. he minority 
r was adopted. 

he following resolution by Judge Valliant 
was then adopted: 

Resolved, That the Board of Directors be, 
and they are hereby authorized, to issue 
mortgage bonds of the character indicated 
in the report of the minority of the commit- 
tee just adopted in such denominations as 
they shall deem best, and in the aggregate 
not more than $200,000; and to sell the same 
for oash at their par value; and that said 
board be authorized to expend annually not 
more than one-twentieth of the principal of 
the aggregate of the bonds named in the 
mortgage in the maintenance of the home. 
And said board is authorized to do whatever 
is necessary to carry out the recommenda- 
tions contained in said minority report. 

The issuance of the mortgage bonds its 
contingent, however, on the action of the 
next General State Assembly. The Su- 
preme Court has ruled that the State has 
a right to give money by appropriation to a 
private corporation for, the paintenance of 
its indigent and insane. Under this the as- 
sociation will appeal to the assembly for 
State aid. On motion of Mrs. R. W. Par- 
cels, the president was requested to ap- 
point a committee to lay the matter before 
the Assembly, with Mrs. M. A. E. McLure 
as one member. 

If the Assembly fails to provide for the 
Home the mortgage bond plan will be car- 
ried out. The property of the association. 
is valued at $80,000, with a probability of 
being worth $100,000 in twenty years. The 
bonds are placed at twice that amount to 
prevent speculators from absorbing them 
and probably foreclosing on the Home. 
Subscriptions tos the bonds are looked 
upon in the light of a donation, though the 
donors or their heirs will realize about 4 
per cent on the donation at the end of 
twenty years. 

Thoug the home had anything but 
smooth sailng during the past summer, 
there are sufficient funds in hand to meet 
current expenses until after the first of the 
year. Y

AS 10 YENEZUELA. 


Minister Andrade Hastens Home With 
a Copy of the All-Import- 
ant Treaty. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 14.—Senor 
Andrade, Minister to the United States 
from Venezuela, has gone home. He has 
taken with him a copy of the treaty be- 
tween Venezuela and Great Britain for the 
arbitration of the boundary dispute, to- 
gether with a copy of the agreement signed 
by Secretary Olney and Sir Julian Paunce- 
tote, which was preliminary to the treaty 
between the countries actually in interest. 
Senor Andrade will urge his government to 
accept the treaty at once. He will carry a 
letter from Secrétary Olney which will 
show the position of this country and wil 
point out to the Venezuelan Government 
the advantage of accepting the treaty and 
adjusti the boundary on the lines se- 
cured rough the intervention of the 
United States. 

Senor Andrade left Washington confident 
that there would be no hesitancy on the part 
of Venezuela in accepting the treaty, but 
he was so anxious that the matter should 
be speedily disposed of that he decided to

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HOW TO COAST. 


Points on the Popular Bicycle Pas- 
time. | 


Coasting races are becoming ‘more pop- 
ular with the generality of bicycle riders 
and they have developed some very interest- 
ing results as to what points about a wheel 
are the most advantageous for coasting 
purposes. 

In all races where any systematic study 
has been made the weight of riders and of 
wheel. has been limited, riders to 200 
pounds and wheels to 30. 

The results have shown that bearings 


have but a minor part in the winning of 
the coasting races and ‘he tires the major.

The history of the bicycle industry in the 
United States is in many respects the 
most remarkable industrial record of the 
century. Prior to 1 the number of do- 
mestic manufacturers of wheels was only 
six, and in that year 11,00 machines were 
turned out. In 1890 there were seventeen 
factories, with an output of #,000 cycles. 
In 1894 the number of factories increased 
at a rapid rate, and 125,000 machines were 
made. In 1 the production bounded up to 

000, and the number of manufactories 
was more than 500, ne none that 
turned out less than 1,000 machines a year. 
The capital invested in these larger fac- 
tories is placed at $90,000,000, and the lowest- 
estimate for the output of the present year 
is 1,000,000 completed bicycles worth 

000,000. The capital invested in the 
manufacture of bicycles is about 3125, 000,000, 
and 150,000 people are employed in designing,

DISPOSING OF STATE PATRONAGE 
AHEAD OF TIME. 


GOVERNOR’S WORK CUT OUT. 


Gossips Have Selected Many of the 
Men Who Will Form the Next 
Administration. 


It is nearly two months before Governor- 
elect Lon V. Stephens will assume office, 
and probably three months will elapse be- 
fore the patronage at his disposal will be 
dispensed. 

Yet gossiping politicians are busy now 
arranging ‘“‘slates’’ and picking Democrats 
here and there, who, they say, are billeted 
for good places under the new administra- 
tion, , 

The Governor-elect has sonie good things 
to give to deserving and qualified Demo- 
crats, and while any slate“ at this junct- 
ure is all right, with the exception that it 
lacks his O K.“ gossip goes right ahead 
supplying information for the anxiops and 
bringing out a new candidate to meet any 
emergency which may arige. 

It seems to have been practically settled 


by the dispatches from Jefferson City that 
Gov. Stephens’ private secretary :will be his 
brother-in-law, Paul B. Moore of Mississippi 
County. 

Mr. Moore has served two terms in the 
General Assembly, is a member of the pres- 
ent Democratic State Committee and is 
well known throughout the State. He is a 
brother-in-law of the Governor-elect. 

According to the present gossip, Edward 
T. Orear will certainly be a member of the 
new Governor’s political family. He was 
Mr. Stephens’ political manager during the 
campaign and has had confidential relations 
with him for many years. It is said that 
Mr. Orear will get the appointment of State 
Insurance Commissioner to succeed James 
R. Waddill. 

The office of warden of the penitentiary 
is one eagerly sought by Democratic poli- 
ticlans at the opening of each administra- 
tion. It is not a choice place, so far as 
salary is concerned, but it gives the lucky 
holder ar opportunity to make a record as 
a good business man which greatly assists 
in building up valuable connections. 

Thus far the self-constituted slatemakers 
for the new Governor have discovered 
three good Democrats who are out for the 
place. They are Thomas Bradbury of Jef- 
ferson City, ex-Senator John D. Starke of 
Cooper, and the present warden, James L 
Pace of Cooper. 

Labor Commissioner Lee Meriwether will 
not .be reappointed, say the gossips, and 
they point to A. Rozelle, Chairman of the 
Populist State Committee, as one of the 
promising candidates for political lightning. 

Excise Commissioner N. M. Bell is said to 
be booked for a return to private life, but 
even the hardened slate-makers, whd stand 
on the curb and tell what the Governor will 
do, have not had the nerve to dispose of th's 
big plum. Col. Bell's term will not end until 
some time after Gov. Stephens’ assumes of- 
fice. 

Kansas City Democrats appear to be 
more exercised over the probable make-up 
of its Police Board than does St. Louis. 
Here there is no gossip of any value as to 
the probable changes, except that South St. 
Louis Democrats will make a strong pull for 
a member of the board who lives nearer the 
Southern city limits than any member of 
the present board. 

Commissioners Bannerman, Kelley, Foer- 
ster and Lee may remain in the board until 
spring. Two of them, Bannerman and Kel- 
ley, have not been confirmed by the Senate, 
so that their places may expire by limita- 
tion. if the Governor desires it, when the 
Legislature meets. 

In Kansas City a fight is to be made on 
Chief of Police Irwin, and for this reason 
the gossips are making out new slate 
every day for the Kansas City Police Board. 

M. A. Fyke and Frank G. Johnson are the 
Democratic members. It is part of the gos- 
sip that Frank Sebree, Chairman of the 
Democratic County Committee, will be one 
of the new members, and that W. 
Fleming, Coal Oil Inspector for Kansas 
City, will serve under the new administra- 
tian only until next June. 

For the St. "Louis Coal Oil Inspectorship 
Capt. Bronaugh, incumbent, is a candidate 
for reappointment. If gossip is at all cor- 
rect Capt. Bronaugh will not serve another 
term, and the place will go to some other 
good Democrat from the elty. 

As for the members of the boards of man- 
agers of educational, penal and eleemosy- 
nary institutionsall honotary positions 
candidates have not yet begun to press their 
claims. 

But they will do so later, and until they 
are all filled the time of the new Governor 
will be largely taken up with hearing the 
claims of those who want the honor of be- 
ing factors—great or small—in the new ad- 
ministration.

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BROOKLYN BRIDGE. 


Improvements Being Made in the Car 
Surface Across It. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 14.—As a result of the 
experiments that have been carried on in the 
station of the Brooklyn Bridge, traing are 
being pushed to the tilting slips, where the 
cable is taken up by means of electric mo- 
tor cars, instead of the old-fashioned and 
noisy steam engines. 

This revolution in the system of running 
the bridge railway is but a step in the direc- 
tion which Chief Engineer Martin is now 
pursuing, with the object of perfecting the 
passenger service of the road.

ALL EYES FIXED ON RUSSIA. 


After Reaching the Highest Price in 
Four Years a Reaction Follows | 
—Commercial Notes. 


The wheat market, efter a most ex-

“In response to a decidedly better Liver- | 
pool demand than had been expected our 
market opened at an advance of about five 
points this morning. It has again been com- 
pelled to absorb a large amount of cotton, 
however, representing further arbitrage 
sales for Liverpool account, continued local 
liquidation and free selling on orders from 
New Orleans. Despite this pressure, how- 
ever, the market finally closed steady about 
one point over last evening, after January 
had sold as low as 7.74. The offerings were 
absorbed by the short interest, and to a 
considerable extent by one of the strongest 
houses in the trade. e total port receipts 
for the week are estimated at 265,000 bales 
against 281,045 last week, and 207,664 last year. 
The movement is naturally being closely 
watched as upon this factor hinges, to a 
great extent the immediate future course of 
prices, Naturally the continued heavy re- 
ceipts are causing operators to increase their 
crop estimates. 

“A radical decrease in the movement had 
been expected. At least from the present 
time, but it has not yet materialized. While 
a few of our Southern correspondents are 
disposed to look for a crop of from 8,500,000 
to_ 8,300,000, the majority of them still adhere 
to previously expressed opinion as having 
a bearing on this subject. We give below the 
results of an investigatlon made by a thor- 
oughly reliable correspondent with regard 
to the Texas outlook: 

“Five thousand postal cards were ad- 
dressed to all the ginners in that State, 
asking amount of cotton already ginned, and 
an estimate of that still to be ginned. Twen- 
ty-five hundred replies indicate a crop in 
that State for this season of 755,857. bales. 
As only cent of the number sent out 
were retur it is therefore necessary to 
double these figures, which would make the 
total yield not over 1,600,000 bales. A similar 
inquiry made at this time last year indicated 
a yield of 1,710,556 bales. The actual crop 
was about 1,800,000 bales. We believe com! 
erable importance may be attached to 
figures.

Later reports showed that while the up- 
lands districts of the great cotton belt had 
suffered from the drouth, the injury to the 
crop had been overdrawn and the yield in 
the river districts was above the average. 

This sent what cotton men called the pop- 
ular estimate, sailing upward, and it was 
predicted that the output would be not less 
than 8,750,000 bales. 

Later indications show that this estimate 
was too high. 

The best estimates obtainable place the 
probable yield at 8,250,000 bales. 

Factors are of the opinion that while the 
crop will be somewhat larger than last 
year’s, which was about 8,000,000 bales, the 
product wil) be slightly inferior in quality 
to last year’s, which was above the average 
in grade. The market quodtulicrs have been 
fluctuating of late around 34,¢ a pound. 

Cotton dealers generally be that this 
is a false price and unfair to the pro- 
ducer. 

They expected that with the settling of 
the money question for four years at least 
there would come an immediate rise in 
prices. ‘ 

They looked for their share of the prom- 
ised prosperity, but are somewhat disap- 
pointed. Immediately after the election 
prices began to drop and are still on the 
downward path, having fallen off 45 points. 


James H. Allen, President of the Allen 
West Commission Company, is one of those 
who_belleve that the market is being beared 
by Eastern manipulators. 

He said: This is the second successive 
short crop. The top crop in the last week 
has been killed by frost and will not open. 
Still the outlook is very encouraging. 

Trade in Europe is good and cotton 
should demand better prices. The crop is 
about a month ahead in point of maturity 
and much more has been marketed than is 
supposed. Drouth and hot winds matured 
the crop earlier than ever known. Some 
sections are reporting that their cotton has 
all been marketed. . 

Since McKinley’s election there has been 
a decline of nearly 50 points in future quu- 
tations, which 1 think is attributable to 
McKinleyism. 

In the first place, there is too little money 
in circulation. hen again the New erk 
crowd control the market und in my epinion 
are putting down te peice with celiberate 
design to injure the otto groweis of the 
South and Southsvest, who are almost to a 
man for free coinage of siiver.

Jerome Hill sad: “Cotton is in a very 
strong position, owing to the fact that. the 
spinners of the world are not stocked up 
with the raw material, and to the further 
fact that the cotton crop is not an excessive 
one and values are very low. 

“The best-informed European correspond- 
ents tell us that the world requires an Amer- 
ican crop of 8,750,000 to 9,000,000 bales to carry 
them through until next September. The 
American Bagging Co. of this city author- 
izes me to say that 8,250,000 bales is an outside 
estimate for this crop, their bagging sales 
hardly justifying a crop of this size. 

“A prominent citizen of Texas, connected 
with two of the largest railroads south, told 
me yesterday that the crop is being greatly 
over-est mated. The truth is, that heavy re- 
— are misleading. The weather, roads 
and pressing wants of the people for money 
to liquidate their obligations have caused a 
very rapid and excessive mbdvement. A 
stringent money market prevents them from 
holding, but we are in hopes that indica- 
tions from the New York Bank Statement 
to-day will relieve the money market so that 
producers of cotton will not be forced to 
sell their product under its real value, which 
we should estimate now to be de per und. 
We must not forget that if we take the Fu- 
ture Boards as a guide, January cotton has 
declined $5 per bale, which, on a crop of 
8,000,000 bales, means a net loss to the South 
and this nation of $40,000,000.

Vegetables So Cheap It Costs Little or 
Nothing to Feed a Large 
Family.

district seems to be confined to narrow 
limits, although it must be admitted that 
the general trade or traffic is expanding 
and additional stores appear to be needed. 


The strawberry yield in the territory 
tributary to this market will be the lightest 
in years next season. In Arkansas a pro- 
longed drought set in that lasted for months. 
A gréwer at Judsonia, who was in the city 
not long ago, dectared he could take a match 
in one corner of his strawberry field and 
with it set fire to entire surface and clean it 
up in short order. In West Tennessee 
the situation is about the-same and from the 
same causes. In Western Arkansas and 
Southwest Missouri, more, especially at 
Van Buren, Ark., and Scarcoxie, Mo., where 
the business of late has been carried so ex- 
tensively, last season proved so unprofitable 
that the output will be small at best. 


Paradoxical as it may seem, the scarcer 
grapes are becoming in the market the 
cheaper they get, as the records show for 
this week. In the face of smaller offerings 
the prices have been steadily declining, 
until they are almost neglected at any price. 
The peddlers have been purchasing lately, 
but not very freely, at 5 to 7 cents per bas- 
ket, the lowest price on record here for Con- 
cord grapes. Growers are bewildered over 
the outcome this season. 

Although the watermelon season is all 
over, some of the trades are still talked 
about because of their comic features. To- 
wards the close of the season one of the 
salesmen, whom we will call Henry, for 
that’s his name, sold a car to a man whp 
was to pay him next morning on delivery 
of car.

HAVE RELAXED. 


UNEMPLOYED FUNDS WILL SEEK 
INVESTMENT IN SECURITIES. 


REACTIONISTS DISPLACE BEARS 


Foreign Exchange in a Healthy State 
and Active Trading Is Confi- 


dently Expected. 


Special to The Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 14.—On the theory 
that the rapid advance in the stock market, 
which culminated on Monday, had out- 
Stripped the admitted great improvement 
in the general situation, a speculative 
party, dubbed Reactionists, has made its 
appearance on the streets. The Reaction- 
ists should be distinguished from the bears, 
of which species there are few or none. 
So far as intelligent observation can go, 
there is nothing in the situation or out- 


look to warrant any but the most cheerful 
views. However, there is to be noted @ 
change in sentiment that is both the cause 
and result of the failure of the market to 
keep up the pace it had just prior and sub- 
sequent to the elections. Of course prices 
cannot advance continuously without re- 
actions, and, for that matter, they never 
do, and tt is not extraordinary that, even 
with no change in the situation except in 
the line of steady improvement, the mar- 
ket should have shown. since Monday a 
more quiet and less buoyant tone. 

Wall street generally is abie to find @ 
text or a pretext for the prevailing subject 
of discussion, and just now the reaction- 
ists are dwelling with great emphasis upon 
the possibility and the probability of a war 
with Spain. This delicious morsel is rolled 
over the tongues of room traders as a mat- 
ter which, if it should come to pass, would 
be likely. to send the stock market into a 
panic and derange business generally. The 
reasons why are not given, nor does it seem 
that any reasons are necessary. It is quite 

robable that this country will be more or 
ess involved diplomatically in the outcome, 
whatever it may be. Just how, why or 
when the stock market should be seriously 
affected is not clear. It is much more like- 
ly to be affected by a different phase of the 
question, namely, a collapse of the shaky 
structure of the Spanish finances, which 
threatens itself to put an end to the war

CHIEF HARRIGAN’S VIEWS. 


His Department, He Claims, Does Not 
Receive the Proper Support 
of the Courts. 


Bince Chief Harrigin read the riot act 
to the captains of his gallant force the St.

They have crawled out of 
their holes, and instead of abiding in warm 
corners throughout the stil'y watches of the 
night, ‘hey are out on the streets, interupt- 
ing and questioning suspicious characters 
and seeking whomsoever they can put the 


darbier on. 

The Chief went at his section bosses with 
@ tongue of flame and a throat of brass. 
He told the captains and the detectives that 
the force was not working and warned 
them that unless they accomplished some- 
thing speedily they would lose their jobs. 

The captains passed the warning right 
along to the patrolmen and the increase in 
vigilance resulted, 

Whether the ronewed and increased efforts 
of the police to catch the burglars and foot- 

ads Wilo have been operating en St. Louis 
or several weeks, will be successful or not 
remains to be seen. 

Chief Harrigan thinks it will. He said to 
a Post-Dispatch reporter: 

Jam not trying to shield myself or the 
men under me. Isay plainly that there has 
been an enormous amount of crime in St. 
Louis recently and that the police ought to 
and must apprehend the criminals. but 1 
ers that it is impossible to suppress law- 

reaking when the law-breakers are pro- 
tected by the courta. 

“The police will arrest the men who have 
committed these recent crimes: They will 

resent proof of their guilt. If they are re 
eased the same men will commit other 
crimes, and other men, encouraged by the 
example of their escape from punishment, 
will join the ranks of the thieves, thugs and 
burglars we are expected to keep in subjec- 
tion. You can see how the system works. 
New criminals are being made every day, 
and if the old ones are to remain unmolest- 
ed their numbers will eventually become so 
great that they will run the town. 

“There has been more crime recently than 
is usual and the criminals are bolder than 
they have ever been, because the police do 
not receive the support of the courts. 

Here is a case in point: Tom Broderick, 
a rofessional thief, was arrested for break- 
ing into and robbing Dr. Hardaway’s drug 
store at Seventh and Wash streets. The 
officer who arrested him was not sub- 
poenaed and had no means of knowing when 
the case would be called. When Broderick 
was arraigned the officer was not there.

They were almost identical 
with those of the Bell Co., and in each it 
was stated that the two companies proposed 
to occupy conduits together, sharing the 
expense of construction and maintenance. 

The system of conduits occupied by the 
two companies will be divided into five dis- 
tricts, as follows: Levee to Fourth and 
Spruce to Wash; Fourth to Seventh and 
Spruce to Wash; Seventh to Twelfth and 
Spruce to Wash; Twelfth to Fifteenth and 
Spruce to Wash; Fifteenth to Eighteenth 
and Spruce to Wash. 

This comprises the entire underground dis- 
trict stipulated by the ordinance and the 
conduits of the two companies will be in 
almost every block. 

Later in the afternoon the St. Louis Elec- 
tric Light and Power Company came in 
with plans, which contemplated also the 
occupation of conduits in nearly all of the 
streets. 

The conduits of the Western Union Tele- 
graph Company will not extend west of 
Ninth street, but will go to the limit, both 
north end south. They will occupy nearly 
every block from Fourth to Ninth streets 
and from Pine to Washington avenue. The 
application was filed by Supt. 8. C. Baker.

These conditions have been reversed. The 
capitalist has had his confidence restored, 
and sees at least four years of a certain 
government financial policy. He is willing 
to lend his money on the old-time basis of 
a fair collateral at a reasonable interest 
rate, 

Here he meets with an unexpected diffi- 
culty; the former urgent borrower is no 
longer urgent, but has imbibed the same 
confidence and is prepared to wait awhile 
for the coming prosperity in the hope that 
he will be able to make the desired improve- 
ments, or carry on his business without 
negotiating a loan on his real estate. 

For this reason money is much easier than 
it has been for a year or more. The trust 
companies, the real estate men and others 
have been told by capitalist clients to go 
ahead. Loans are easily negotiated where 
the property offered as security '‘'s at all 
devirable. 

Rates also are easy. On residence prop- 
erty, outlying, the rate is 6 per cent. On 
down town business property of undoubted 
value any amount of money can be had at 
5 per cent, and on exceptionaliy good pieces 
such as prominent corners, that figure can 
without doubt be shaded. 

There is no reason why buiiding should 
languish in St. Louis, There is an abun- 
dance of money to be had. 


Renting, according to reports, is showing 
some improvement and unusual 
for this time of the year. The preferenuce 
is for flats and small disconnected houses, 
which can be had at a remonable figure. 
There is, however, some demand for more 
stylish homes and the demand is being 
filled as there is a greater percentage of 
this class vacant, than of the emaller houses, 
hard times having forced all classes to 
economize on rent as well as on other ne- 
cessities. 


There is an old saw that there is no evil 
without a corresponding good. This is 
exemplified in the local real estate business. 
For several years the market, which like 
everything else has a limit, was overrun 
with real estate agents. They were not of 
the kind who ha: offices and paid their mu- 
nicipal licenses for doing business. They 
were of the curbstone style, carrying their 
offices in their hats and eking out a meager 
living by dividing commissions with es- 
tablished agents by selling property for 
them, These men interfered seriously with 
business. 

They are gone! The hard times and the 
extreme scarcity of buyers of real estate 
left them without the means to turn a 
penny, honest or otherwise. The business 
is now in the hands of either the old es- 
tablished agents or of young men whose 
activity, energy and probity are undoubted.

TORRENS’ LAW NOT DEAD. 


Its Local Partisans Will Not Give Up 
Efforts for Its Passage. 


The recent decision of the Supreme Court 
of Iilinois, declaring the Torrens law un- 
constitutional, has not seriously affected lo- 


cal efforts in behalf of the passage of such a 
law in Missouri. 

The Torrens system of land transfers 
works in practice a remarkable simplifica- 
tion of the hitherto cumbersome system. 
For the old time bulky abstract of title and 
registration of deed it substitutes a sim- 
ple certificate of title to be given by the 
County or City Recorder. 

This certificate of title as given by the 
Recorder, amounts in fact to a guarantee of 
title. It can be obtained in a few hours at 
small cost and permits of the closing up of 
deals in real estate before buyer or seller 
can be divorced from the deal by rival 
— or by other means. The great fa- 
cility with which sales may be closed up is 
also of great advantage in cases where the 
owner of property finds it necessary, as is 


often the case, to raise moneys for an im- 


mediate purpose. 

The law as in operation in Illinois, sub- 
stituted for the bulky abstracts of title 
this -certificate of title, which could be 
taken from the records of the Registrar of 
Titles in a few minutes. The law made 
ne i A Recorder the Registrar of Ti- 
tles and by this made him judge of the 
validity of titles. After his decision had 
been recorded in the books for five years, 
without protest, it was to be a guaranty 
to clear title.

MUMMIES AT THE SMITHSONIAN. 


They Come From Alaska and Are 
About 150 Years Old. 


It seems to be the general belief that only 
in the far East, especially in Egypt, have 
desiccated bodies of human beings, fairly 
well ed and bearing a resemblance 


to the form they held in life, been discover- 
ed; but there are at the Smithsonian Insti- 
tute @ number of so-called mummies which 


Wilson, the 
curator of the department of prehistoric 
anthropology, was kind enough to tell me. 

There is a difference, however, between 
these desiccated bodies and those found in 
the ruins of ancient Egypt, says a Wash- 
ington correspondent of the New York Her- 
ald. Death to the Egyptians had a peculiar 
Significance, and the ancient Egyptians, 
during their entire lives, prepared them- 
selves for death, and made all mortuary 
arrangements, so that their funerals would 
not shoner their stations in life. Pro- 
commas of embalming and the wrapping of 
the bodies in silks and spices were carefully 
stu and the bodies thus preserved have 
remained for many ‘hundred years. The 
desiccated bodies found in America, how- 
ever, in most cases have not been preserved 
by the arts of man, although in a rude way 
methods of burial may have had something 
to do with it. 

The finds among the islands of Alaska 
have been af great value to the Smithsonian 
Institution, as indicating something of the 
personal characteristics and habits of the 
pre-historic inhabitants of that region. 
Around many of the bodies there were, too, 


clothes, which convey a very definite idea 
of their early domesiic arts. . 

The group of mummies at the Smithsonian 
Institution has a very interesting history. 
In 1874 an agent of the Alaskan Commercial 
Company Succeeded in reaching an Alaskan 
burial eave, and brought away the group. 
The date ascribed to the burial of these 
bodies is about 1750, making them about 140 
years old. Their special value, according to 

r. W. H. Dall of the institution, is that 
they are the best preserved relics in exis- 
tence of the state of things immediately 
prior to the Russian occupation. 

The legend in regard to these bodies was 
furnished by. Rev. Father Innokenti, and 
shows that the burial ceremonies were of 
a much higher order than is usual among 
the early Indians. 

“On theisiand of Kagamil,” he says, “lived 
a distinguished toyon, a rich man. He was 
a very small man, but very active and en- 
tertaining. He had a son 13 or 14 years old, 
whom he fondly loved. He built him a Kttle 
Vidarka, or skin canoe, and painted it hand- 
Somely. When the canoe was done the son 
begged earnestly to be allowed to try the 
doat on the sea. The father himself assisted 
the son and saw him safely 
the beach into the water. / 

The boy saw in the sea a diving bird, fol- 
lowed it, and shot it with his arrow, and 
the boy fcllowed the diver further and 
further from shore. The boy was followed 
by another Indian, who, to frighten him, 
fired an arrow. The arrow hit the, boat and 
the boat turned over and the boy was 
drowned. The canoe was cast upon the 
shore and the father recognized his son’s 
canoe. 

“The father wept and lamented over the 
boat and directed the body to be brought 
into the largest house of the village and 
dressed in his handsomest wrappings and 
placed in the place of honor. e ordered 
that there should be no festivity. Among 
the people who came to the funeral of the 
boy at the bidding of the father was the 
sister of the boy. As she came to the fu- 
neral there was a good deal of snow on*the 
ground and the sister, who was barefooted, 
slipped and fell, so that she died soon after 
The father stopped the procession and had 
his son brought back to the house. 

He did not know what to do with the 
body, so he gave orders to the people to clear 
out his cave. near the village. After the cer- 
emonies which followed he told the people 
that he intended to make a mausoleum for 
his whole family, and that he wished to be 
placed there himself. He desired that his 
wishes be complied with, and that the great- 
est care might be taken in the wrappings, 
that the bodies be well preserved.” 

After the death of the father, which soon 
followed, the tomb was closed and the bod- 
les remained as they were placed until re- 
cent years. According to some of the older 
Eskimos the bodies may have been placed 
there as early as 17%, which would make 
the ages of these nature’s mtimmies 166 
Tears. 

u appearance the mummies differ little 
from those of the Egyptians, several of 
which are near them. The bedy of the son 
Who was drowned wat placed in a sitting 
posture, with the Knees drawn up. Many of 
the tissues and museles have crumbled into 
fine dust, but the skin to some extent re- 
mains intact over the limbs, with the ex- 
ception of the hands and fest. The cranium 
is still covered with the parchment-like re- 
mains of the 5 to which black, coarse 
hair, about six inches long, still adheres. 

Around the body was a strip of very fine 
grass matting, which, according to Dr. Dall, 
must have taken many months to manu- 
facture. The whole body was wrapped af- 
terward with another mat of coarser tex- 
ture. The outer side of this wrapping was 
ornamented by a band or yoke pressing 
over the shoulders and completely across the 
front. The lower edge of this was orna- 
mented with a fine long fringe and at inter- 
vals long strips of the sea otter were in- 
serted as pendants.

Until the welcome 1 o'clock opens the 
doors of the public house the barber’s shop 
is the usual rendezvous for the working- 
man who wants a little gossip about politics 
or the latest murder case. But the working- 
man cannot talk without drinking, and the 
problem of securing his half pint during 
Age hours is an important one that 

e solves in an ingenious, if not exactly 
lawful, method. 

On — night the customer drops in 
for a shave, e is so satisfied with the care- 
ful attention he receives that he expresses 
his gratitude by insisting on paying three- 
pence instead of the customary penny. If 
the shop is too full for him to await his 
turn, so much the better—he will pay now 
for a shave in the morning, for, as he says: 
“One never knows when he enters the pub 
on Saturday night what money he will come 
out with.” 

So, when he comes in next morning for his 
shave or a chat the barber invites him, 
“strictly as 4 particular friend,“ to par- 
take of a glasa of beer, of which a few 
gallons have been laid in over night.

THE COACOANUT CRAB. 


A Queer Crustacean Which Knows 
How to Get at the Milk. 


The cocoanut crab is one of the oddest 
specimens of the whole crab family. He 
lives in the South Islands, and makes a 
diet of cocoanuts. This species has a pair 
of front legs terminated with a strong pair 
of pinchers, and it is with these that he 
husks the 8 breaks through the 
weakest portion the shell. The crab be- 
gins by tearing the husk, fiber by fiber, and 
always at the end where the eyeholes of the 
nut are situated, that being the weakest 
place in the shell. When the husk has been 
removed the crab commences hammering 
the shell with his heavy claws, and soon 
makes an opening, through which he ex- 
tracts the meat of the nut. Mr. Darwin, 
writing of this crab, says: “I think this 
is as curious a case of instinct as I ever

HOW AN AMERICAN CLEVER 
WITH THE LARIAT FOUND 
A FORTUNE IN CHILI. 


We have heard of the, prowess of the 
American cow boy, thé Indian, and the 
Mexican in lassoing wild cattle, buffalo 
and horses, but who ever heard of lassoing 
the great condor, that large, fierce and 
powerful bird? 

, Xet that is how a clever American laid 
the foundation tor -a fortune. He was 
Henry Knowles, who went to Chili from 
Lan Francisco twenty-five years ago with 
nt ad Meigs, the well-known South Ameri- 
c railroad projector. Mr Knowles is 
now a millionaire, and the other day he 
told to a Pomona (Cal.) correspondent of the 
San Francisco Examiner of how he made 
his start in lessoing condors. 

“Before I was 16, I could lasso horses 
and cattle with the bést man in Nevada,” 
he said. When I went down to Chili there

Condors with several feet of some 
luckless hunter’s lariat hanging to them 
were frequently seen among those that 
swooped down on the herds. 

Why didn’t we use rifies or shotguns on 
the birds? Because the Chillan law pro-

an experience which many a hunter has had 
in the jungles of Asia and Africa, but such 
an experience is rare in this peaceful land 
of the free. . 
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so fast that they devoured tens of thou- 
sands of dollars’ worth of food every year, 
and attacked herds of sheep and even calves 
and colts in their ferocity for a carcass to 
prey upon. 

“The Chilians felt so prosperous that, 


did not care to avail themselves of the op- 
rtunities to make mongy by slaying con- 
ors, for the vocation requires hard work 
and many physical risks. I had not been 
down in Chili a week before I saw the 
chance to make more money than I had 
ever before dreamed of possessing by lass- 
oing and killing the mammoth. birds. ‘ 

‘There were three of us Yankees in Val- 
paraiso, and we decided to go into the con- 
dor-killing business. The next day, mounted 
on horses that Meigs bought for us, and 
armed with guns and lariats, we started 
out to hunt condors among the foothills 
and canyons and crags of the Andes Mount- 
ains. We went over 300.miles out among 
the cattlemen and sheep herders. For a few 
days we gathered instructions from the 
Chilians as to the most experienced meth- 
ods of capturing these enormous and savage 
birds. 

“In a few weeks we Yankees had learned 
every detail of hunting condors, and our 
native ingenuity had added to the experi- 
ence of the Chilians. For months I got 
from ten to twenty condors every day, 
and each one in our party did half as well 
as that. My early training on the plains in 
Kansas and Nevada was my stock in trade. 

month during the year 1871, 1872 and 
got warrants on the Chilian treasury 
for from $700 to $800. One month I had for- 
warded 216 dried condor heads to the Comp- 
troller of Chili and had sworn that there 
was no fraud by me, I got @ warrant for 
„000. That was the red letter month in 
my condor lassoing days. was remote 
from civilization and so could not spend 
my money if I desired. I never saved money 
like that before or since. 

“The big birds were to be found in flocks 
of seventy and eighty in the grazing coun- 
tries of the Lower Andes in Central Chili. 
Like other members of the vulture family, 
they search everywhere for carcasses upon 
which to feed. hey have a wonderfully 
keen eye, and I have proved that a condor 
can see a dead animal ten and even fifteen 
miles away. I have tried experiments where 
condors have been allured over eight miles 
from a mountain crag above the snow line 
by a bait of a bleeding goat in the valley 


ow. 
“But the condor differs with other mem- 
bers of the vulture family in that it doesn’t 
wait for somet or somebody to die in 
order that he may have his dinner, but if 
he doesn’t find a ready-made carcass con- 
venient-on the plain when he is hungry he

I invdst- 
ed $19,000 I had saved from my condor boun- 
ty money in some guano property that made 
me over $40,000 the very first year.“

The war with Mexico followed. The acqui- 
sition of new territory in the South gave the 
Slavery question its first impetus towards 
solution. The three campaigns following 
were quiet, though the great question that 
was going to rend the people was moving 
forward. There was no excitement after 
Lincoln's election. The situation was too 
grave. It was the ominous lull before the 
storm. Grant's two elections were not con- 
tests. 

“In 1876 the country passed through a 
crucial fest. At noon on the day after 
election St. Louis was filled with Tilden men 
tooting tin horns. The news had come in 
that Louisiana had gone Democratic by 
8,000. I went to New Orleans the next day 


in the interest of the Republican party. 
It is no new thing then to have doubts 
about the outcome of the national conflict 
for days. The Republ.can press took two 
days to concede Grover Cleveland’s election 
in 1884 and 1892. 

“I hope there will be enough patriotism 
in the Republican party to institute legisla- 
tion to prevent the occurrences of 1876 and 
prevent bloodshed. After my experience in 
that event I drew up a bill for presentaticn 
to Congress providing that in such an emer- 
gency the Chief Justice of the United States 
and the presiding Justices of the State Su- 
pre Courts should sit and pass upon con- 
tes States. Everybody said that the bill 
was Just the thing, but the excitement had
